After aa enthusiastic mee.fog and a light meal, tbe D. O. tramps 
baek to the Settlement for the CenSw nie^tmj Tbe Juniors ci2;ui him ai 
one o'clock, and ic tbe dUtinco he tan see ;ne berd l>oys gatiiering their 
cattle oa one s:dc or the hi!. 50 that oae or l-^o of tSeir numtier may

In truth, 
the work done amongst natives in 
the towns la sometlmee more success- 
ful Uiau that accompliBbed In the vil- 
lager!. In Durban there are two 
native Corps, and rarely a ' Sunday 
paBBea but there ure conversions lu 
each. 

In Johannesburg a number of Maeh- 
angana hnve been cnvtd. The'r Col- 
our-Sergeant Is a'fine-IooWiig man of 
G ft. 3 In. who has taken pari In many 
small ware among bis people. HIb 
erea<| dpfilre now Ib to become an 
Officer and fight lor God In The Sal- 
vation Army. 

Andlher Sergeant of the same 
Corps when converted *J» uireaJy 
Committed to laKlns bin second wife 
i— the cattle, Indeed, had been paid. 
Although we do no', ask a convert lo 
give up hie plurality of wlvea, if he 
lmn taKen them before bis salvation, 
yet we do forbid him to talte more, 
unit Insist upon no Local Officer be- 
ing commlsKloned who has more than 
one. NKuna understood this, and felt 
himself (julte unprepared to lose the 
opportunity of service as a ImcM 
Officer on account of polygamy. "If 
.wrong for a Sergeant It Is not r'E'it 
for a Soldier." he concluded: "po all 
.wrong for Nkuiia." He thereupon 
did bis utmost to get the engage- 
ment cancelled, and succeeded. Nov.- 
lie Is not ocly a Sergeant, but a 
Candidate for Offlcerebip and Ih tak- 
ing a holiday that he may devote him- 
self for a time lo the Instruction of 
bis wHe, bo that nbe may be fitted 
to talte her place as a .intlve Officer's 
.wife. 

At a Tecent meeting In Johannes- 
tmrg, thirteen of these nat'ves were 
at the penitent form, all of them thor- 
oughly in earnest. 

During tne last year some six hun- 
dred natives nave been converted at 
town and village Corps, a really good 
proportion of whom are already Sol- 
diers. The end of the general feel- 
ing of bitterness and unrest against 
the government has been a fruitful 
factor In thlo successful year's work. 

The Hed-blanket Kafirs live more In 
camps than do the Ztilue. There was 
one of these camps which some little 
time ago had neither school nor mis- 
sion in it: tne people were given up 
to drink anfl evil practices, and their 
lauds neglected. 

The Headmnn used to attend our 
Saturday midday meetings on the 
Marked Square of Krag WiUlamstown. 

"Couldn't you r;0me to ns, If we 
agreed to give ycu land?" he asked 
at length. He called together the 
Headmen. They igreed It should be 
done; then they asked the magis- 
trate for permission for us to build, 
maHlne the way sttorooshly clear. 

We choae flhis place as .» Headquar- 
ters from which lo wort out; and if 
there was any telling off lp attendance 
upon the meetings, our friend the 
Headman— big drtmkard as he was— 
would rhle round from kraal to kraal 
calling the people up to their duty! 
The Headmen of (flie district WM 
wonderfully Impressed by Salvation 
Army discipline, etc. and thoy would 
Bather after the meetings discuss- 
ing the strong points of Salvat^onlsm. 

One morning the brother of the 
Headman unexpectedly appeared at 
•be Headquarters, aHklng some ques- 
tions to wblcb ho alrendy knew the 
iiibwfcr. The wife of ilie It. V. men- 
tioned In the early part of this cbap< 
tnr, looked past her husband with o 
far-«eelng eye, then stepped forward 
end uald: 

"You want to gat converted, don ft 
you7' f 

The man nodded. That was whaS 
he had come over to do. 

Quickly they rang tho bell, to sum- 
mon Che people for a meeting, but 
when they ran In, the eccker was al- 
ready nhlo to Ring: 
"My Ood is reconciled, 

His pardoning voice I hear." 

Ho turned out a fine fellow, gave up 
. ffingllsh anil native liquors, becamn 
a Soldier, then a Sergeant, an4 when 
his brother died he was unanimously 
elected a« Headman, nppe&r'ng before 
the magistrate to he sworn-ln, clad In 
his red guernsey. 

The atmosphere of the camp is ut< 
terly changed. Those who were once 
Idlo, lazy, drinking men took their 
place by (foe side of the women to 
gyork po the. land, *nd the whole

The Question of the 

North Pole. 

Haw Men Have Straggled Towards the Coveted Goal.

Commander Robert Peary. 

It la over twenty yearn since Com- 
mander Peary undertook his first en- 
pexllXon to Greenland, aud nearly 
every year s'nee he nas been en- 
gaged In the exploration of northern 
Greenland end the regions beyond. 
In 1900 he reached latitude 82 deg, 
60 min. N, on the polar ocean and in 
1902, latitude 84 deg. IT mln. N., each 
time beating the record for the West 
era hemisphere, but railing far short 
or Nansen's and Cagnl'a records. In 
1906 he star ed from the northern 
shores of Grant Land, just south of 
the 33rd parallel, on March 6th, with 
several supporftoe; parties !n front. 
These -were gradually dropped till the 
only one left was that of bis compan- 
ion In many expeditions, the negro. 
Matthew H«n&un. Delayed by storms, 
drifting Ice and open channels, par 
tlculnrly one. 'Big Lead." In front of 
which he had to camp ncren days 
before a cross'ng could be effected, 
Peary pusbed on till Apr I 21. reaching 
on that date, latitude ST deg. C mln. 
N„ only 174 geographical, or aboul 
202 statute miles from the Pole. His 
northward progress had been at. an 
average rate of «(k miles a day. Com 
mamler Pearv reached the Polo on 
April (J, 1909. 

The Duke of the Abruzzl. 

In 1300 Dr. Naimen's reelrd was 
beaten hy a few miles by the Iiallan. 
Captain Caen I. Thi* expedition or- 
ganised and commanded by the Unite 
of the Abruzzl, wintered on board ibe 
"Stella Polare.* In TepllU Bay Franz 
Jonef Land, in latl ude 81 des. 47 mln. 
N. An accident preventing the link" 
from leading the northern party, Oap- 
tialn Cagnl started in February. ],»■ 
was obl'ged to return, because of the 
excessive cold (—52 (leg. ) ami 
other drawhackH.
